INTRODUCTION 


FOR  the  attraction  that  old  English  furniture  has  for  the  American 
public,  there  are  two  reasons,  the  first  being  that,  in  most  cases, 
the  styles  of  old  English  furniture  are  parental  to  those  of  American 
Colonial  furniture,  and,  taken  generally,  there  exists  but  little  difference 
between  the  two.  The  difference  that  docs  exist  lies  in  the  more  ornate 
decoration  of  English  pieces.  The  second,  and  more  practical  reason, 
is  that  old  English  furniture  more  easily  lends  itself  to  the  requirements 
of  present-day  housing  than  the  more  elaborate  and  in  many  cases 
grandiose  styles  of  old  French,  Italian,  Spanish  and  other  Continental 
furniture. 

This  collection  is  representative  of  the  whole  period  of  English 
furniture  construction,  beginning  from  the  early  ITth  and  ending  with 
the  early  19th  century.  Commencing  with  the  plain  and  heavy  style 
of  the  Jacobean  period,  which  relied  chieHy  on  oak,  it  passes  on  to  the 
walnut  jjeriod,  which  began  with  the  Stuarts  and  ended  during  the 
reign  of  George  I,  a  period  during  which  furniture  was  more  elaborately 
carved,  inlaid  and  decorated  than  at  any  other  time  in  English  history. 
With  the  advent  of  the  mahogany  era,  which  began  roughly  about  1730 
and  within  a  few  years  was  overwhelmingly  popular,  begins  the  style 
of  Thomas  Chippendale,  the  master  craftsman  of  English  cabinet 
makers.  During  this  period,  furniture  which  relied  solely  on  carving 
for  ornamentation,  reached  its  zenith.  With  the  termination  of  the 
Chippendale  school  about  17T5,  there  arose  the  school  of  Hcpplewhite, 
and  a  change  in  English  furniture  design.  At  first,  the  later  styles 
of  Chippendale  were  carried  on  in  a  more  simplified  form,  the  difference 
being  in  the  style  of  carving,  with  tlic  addition  of  a  little  inlay.  This, 
however,  was  soon  replaced  by  the  well-known  curved  outlines  for  Avhich 
Hepplcwhite  was  famous.  Growing  up  contemporaneously  with  this, 
was  what  is  known  as  the  Adam  style,  due  to  the  brothers  Adam,  the 
famous  architects  of  the  period.  This  furniture  Mas  made  to  harmonize 
with  the  severe  and  classic  architecture  of  the  Adam  school,  and  is 
usually  painted  and  gilt. 

With  the  last  years  of  the  18th  century  we  are  brought  along  to 
the  Sheraton  period  and  the  advent  of  the  era  of  satinwood,  which  fast 
became  the  most  popular  of  all  woods.  The  demand  for  i)anellcd  rooms 
ornamented  by  carving  had  long  since  passed  away,  and  with  it  the 
fashion  for  carved  furniture.  Walls  covered  with  chintzes,  damasks  or 
fancv  wall  papers  were  now  the  vogue  and  the  furniture  that  would 
harmonize  with  this  must  be  graceful  in  shape,  light  and  fancifully 


decoratfd.  Thus  we  liave  the  beautiful  exanii)lcs  of  painted  and  inhxid 
cabinet  work  of  tlie  hxtcr  He})})lcwliite  and  Slicraton  schools.  The  up- 
heaval of  the  French  Revolution  and  the  subsequent  Imperial  regime 
made  itself  strongly  felt  in  England,  and  furniture  trended  towards 
heavier  and  severer  outlines,  developing  eventually  into  the  well-known 
Empire  style,  which  lasted  until  about  1825. 

The  creations  of  later  craftsmen  may  be  left  to  the  collectors  of 
the  future.
